MAYORS O F GERM AN CITIES 


Position la Considered One of Honor, 
and Graft Is Rarely Heard of 
There. 


A public '.mat in Germany. record- 1 
tog to Hrinricb Tbourer of fhgpkfort, 
is a public honor, and there are but 
few cate* of graft known in the fa­ 
therland. 
“On#1 of the principal requirements 
of a mayor in Germany,” said Herr 
Theurer, who is a banker. 4>ls unquali­ 
fied honesty, for in the municipal ad­ 
ministration of Germany graft in any 
form Is not tolerated; in fact, it Is un­ 
known. 
To become the mayor of a 
city like Berlin, the applicant must 
have established his reputation for ef­ 
ficiency by governing other German 
cities. 
His career la carefully scru­ 
tinized by the members of tho town 
council, who select him, for not only 
must he be competent, and be able to 
perform successfully the duties of his 
high office, but aliso he must be young 
enough to remain competent for many 
years, for a mayor in Prussia is elect­ 
ed for a term of 12 years, and. if not 
re-elected after that period, Is entitled 
to a life pension of half the amount 
of his salary. After a service of six 
years his pension is one-fourth of his 
salary, and niter serving 20 years, two- 
thirds. Ile need not be a resident of 
Berlin at the time of his appointment; 
In fact, tho mayor is usually chosen 
from the resident* of other cities

MILL VILLAGES IN SOUTH 


Undeniably Afford Better Conditions 
Than the People Encountered 
Elsewhere. 


In South Carolina IMMSX) potions, 
or one fifth of its white 
population, 
live in cotton mil! villages While in 
the counties* of Greenville, Spartanburg 
and Anderson on*-third of the popula­ 
tion la in thee* villages and I be vil­ 
lages continue to grow. 
The South Carolina mill village is 
usually a separate community, some­ 
times haring a population of over fi.OOd 
inhabitants. It is entirety owned and 
controlled by the mill, and its roe! 
dents have no village corporation of 
any kind. 
These villages are built by the mill 
munagsments for the simple reason 
that their people could not otherwise 
bt- housed near a mill. They attract 
much more attention from strangers 
I hun from southerners; for strangers, 
seeing in them for the first lime the 
general poverty and other distressful 
conditions of our people, handicapped 
as they have been with legacies from 
slavery and war, associate these with 
the village. 
But all Carolinians know, says the 
South Atlantic Quarterly, that these 
villagers are of the same stink aa 
they themselves, being composed ss a 
class of the lees successful. to whom 
the mille have offered much bcf or 
wages, with bettsr labor and living 
conditions, than they had before. 
It is undeniable that South Carolina 
mill managements, owing to various 
causes, come 
Into 
closer 
personal 
touch with their individual operatives 
and fee! more interest in them as a 
body than do eastern cotton manufac­ 
turers, and that South Carolina oper­ 
atives have been benefited by coining 
to the mills; that the separate cot­ 
tages of southern mill villages, with 
plenty of air ana larger ground**, are 
better than the city tenements garter 
ally used by such operatives in the 
east, and that the village living condi­ 
tions. as a rule. are steadily improv­ 
ing.
